The Struggle Ended 


I had now been for over five 
years laboring in the organization 
with which I had linked myself, 
and ever seeking to be certain 
that I had attained a sinless state. 
In some twelve different towns 
and cities I had served, as I 
thought, faithfully, endeavoring to 
reach the lost, and to make out 
of them staunch Salvationists 
when converted. Many happy ex- 
periences had been mine, coupled 
however with some most gloomy 
disappointments, both as to my- 
self and others. Very few of our 


“converts” stood. ‘‘Backsliders” 
often outnumbered by far our 
“soldiers.” The ex-Salvation Ar- 


my was many times larger than 
ithe original organization. 

One great reason for this I was 
blind to for a long time. But at 
last it began to be clear to me 
that the holiness doctrine had a 
most baneful influence. upon the 
movement. People who professed 
conversion (whether real or not 
the day will declare) struggled 
for months, even years, to reach 
a state of sinlessness which never 
was reached; and at last they gave 
up in despair and sank back in 
many instances to the dead level 
of the world around them. 


I saw that it was the same with 
all the holiness denominations, 
and the various “Bands,” ‘Mis- 
sions,” and other movements, that 
were continually breaking offi 
from them. The standard set was 
the unattainable. The result was, 
sooner or later, utter discourage- 


ment, cunningly-concealed hypoc- 
risy, or an unconscious lowering 
of the standard to suit the experi- 
ence reached. For myself I had 
been ensnared by the last ex- 
pedient for a long time. How 
much of the second there was I 
do not dare to say. But eventually 
I fell a victim to the first. And I 
can now see that it was a mercy 
I did so.

When I went to the Home of 
Rest I had not yet fully given up 
seeking for perfection in the flesh. 
I really expected great things

original manuscripts of the Bible. | 
The Bible, then, is not only super- | 
natural, but it is completely so. 
It is the perfect Word of God. | 
Every word of it, as originally | 
given, and now as faithfully trans- |

lated and handed down to _ us, 
proceeded from God. Here is the 
measure of the inspiration of the 
Bible and so the measure of the 
authority of the Bible. As the 
psaimist said, “The law of the 
Lord is perfect. . .” (Psa. 19:7). 
Again, “Every word of God is 
pure” (Prov. 30:5). It is stated 
clearly in the Bible that “. .. the 
grass withereth, and the flower 
thereof falleth away: But the 
word of the Lord endureth for 
ever . S Pet. 22420, 288. 
40:8). God says, “Heaven and 
earth shall pass away: but my 
words shall not pass away” (Mark 
13:01; -Latke 21:33). - The. Lord 
Jesus declared positively that ‘not 
one jot nor tittle shall be done 
away, until all shall be fulfilled’ 
(Matt. 5:18). 

The Bible claims to be the per- 
fect Word of God. Our Lord Jesus 
‘believed that claim, relied upon 
it and lived by every word of 
‘divine revelation! 


How much of the Bible is reli- 
able? Every word of it! How much 
of the Bible is profitable and 
important? Every word of it! For 
every word of it proceedeth from 
the mouth of God. The same 
thought Paul wrote, by divine in- 
spiration, to Timotny, “All scrip- 
ture is given by inspiration of 
'God, and is profitable for doc- 
'trine, for reproof, for correction, 
‘for instruction in righteousness: 
That the man of God may be per- 
fect, throughly furnished unto all 
good works” (II Tim. 3:16,17). 
Every Christian, then, should, by 
'God’s help, know all the Bible, 
‘love all the Bible, believe all the 
Bible,

NUTS ARE FOUND EVERY- 
WHERE in almost every climate, 
and in nearly every nation. So 
we find that Christians also may 
be found in every clime and among 
every people. They are found in 
greater numbers in some parts 
than in others, as nuts grow more 
profusely in some sections than 
in others. 


NUTS GROW IN HIGH 
PLACES. They grow.on trees and 
sometimes the trees are very high. 
So Christians are seated in heav- 
enly places in Christ, they dwell 
in the heavenlies, their place is 
with God, they walk in the high- 
ways of life and should not be 
found in the swamps. 


NUTS ARE OF MANY COL- 
ORS. Some are brown, others are 
black, while still others are yel- 
low. In this respect they are quite 
like Christians for there are brown 
Christians in India, and yellow 
Christians in Japan, and black 
Christians in Africa, and there 
are red Christians in the Ameri- 
can desert and white Christians 
everywhere. 


NUTS -HAVE A SWEET 
HEART. The shell covers the 
heart but the heart is there. All 
of God’s people have precious 
hearts, most of. them have tender 
hearts, hearts that are a _ bless- 
ing to others, hearts that prove 
useful to others, hearts that oth- 
ers love. 


NUTS ARE FOUND IN CLUS- 
TERS AND IN GROUPS. One 
tree may have a thousand nuts 
upon it. Brazil nuts particularly 
are always found in clusters and 
walnuts grow in the twos and 
threes. Among believers we find 
a fellowship also. ‘‘Where two or 
three are gathered together” our 
Lord is present. We are told to 
“not forsake the assembling of 
ourselves together.” Christians 
love the fellowship of other Chris- 
tians, believers desire to be with 
other believers. 


NUTS ARE GOOD FOR FOOD 
and are profitable in commercial 
trade; they have great value. The 
sale of nuts reaches a very high 
figure everywhere in the mark; 
ets of the world. Christians too 
are very valuable; they are the 
salt of the earth, they are prec- 
ious in the sight of the Lord, 
they are the balance-wheel of 
society, they are the stable ele- 
ment in all civilization. In the af- 
fairs of this world, Christians 
hold the reins, and Christian prin- 
ciples guide the counsels of men. 


SOME NUTS HAVE THIN 
SHELLS while those of others 
are thick and hard. We find it 
so with God's believing children. 


Some are easily touched, others. 


seem cold and apparently repel 
the friendship of those they meet. 
Some are easily moved to tears 
while others seem hardened to 
the needs of men. It is easy to 
reach the hearts of some while 
others resist every attempt to 
reach the heart with pleas of 
mercy. 


NUTS ARE LIKE SEEDS, they 
may be planted in order to re- 
produce the trees on which they 
grew. Nuts have the power of 
reproduction; they really are the 
seed of the tree from which they 
fell. Christians toe should Be re- 


--and tasty for their owner. 


productive. Every one has the 
power and the privilege of mak- 
ing known the story of redeeming 
love in such a way that others 
will believe and be brought into 
life, light, and liberty. That Chris- 
tian who does not reproduce him- 
self in others surely has. failed 
of God’s plan and negiceted the 
opportunity given by his Lord. 


NUTS ARE DURABLE, § they 
stand the storms, they weather 
the gale, they are not easily in- 
jured by, adverse conditions. They 
are constantly exposed to the ele- 
ments, but the elements only make 
them rich with nutrition, sweet 
So 
the believer is exposed to the ele- 
ments of life. Storms of advers- 
ity may whip him around, gales 
of trouble may buffet him sorely, 
but he still keeps his place on 
the blessed tree of life and flour- 
ishes under the storms to which 
he is subject. 


ONLY GOD CAN MAKE A 
NUT. The great cocoanut or the 
little filbert alike are the product 
of God’s hand. No human being 
can make a pecan, a walnut or 
a chestnut. A nut is a miracle; 
no one can understand how the 
substance of the nut can come 
through the little stem that holds 
it to the tree: No one knows how 
the tree can draw from the soil 
certain elements and transform 
them into the nut. Christians al- 
so are a mystery. Only God can 
make a Christian, the power of 
the Holy Spirit working in the 
human soul transforms that in- 
dividual into a Christian, a_ be- 
liever in Jesus Christ, a child of 
God. How He does it no one knows; 
the fact that He does do it, every 
one knows. 


NUTS MUST BE BROKEN TO 
BE OF VALUE. In the breaking 
the heart is revealed* the nut 
loses itself that it may be a bless- 
ing to others. God’s children find 
this to be true. Only as we too 
are broken will the precious oint- 
ment of the heart flow out to 
refresh and bless others. He who 


saves himself cannot save others. 


He who saves his own life, said 
our Lord, will lose it. Christ Je- 
sus gave life to us by laying down 
His own life. The nut must be 
taken from the tree, it must be 
crushed that the shell may give 
up the lovely treasure which it 
holds within its bosom. In breaking 
and giving we, too, may have the 
joy of bringing happiness to the 
hearts of the hungry. 


SOME NUTS APPEAR UNAT-. 
TRACTIVE to the eye. There 
seems to be nothing there that 
would please those who have them. 
They are rather forbidding in 
their appearance. The color is not 
always attractive, the shape is 
not always interesting. If we 
know, however, that there is a 
nut-meat;~then we shall break 
the shell to find the meat and 
the meat is always there. There 
may be those Christians who ap- 
pear to be rough and heartless 
and cold. In those very hearts, 
however, may often be found the 
sweetest fragrance of Christ and 
the most tender care for others. 
Let us not judge by the outward 
appearance but-rather let us judge 
by the heart which is inside. 


MOST NUTS ARE GATHERED 
IN THE AUTUMN. After the 
blighting frost, after the cold of 
winter has touched the trees, 
after the leaves begin to fall and 
the shadows, lengthen, then the 
owner gathers in the nuts. This 
is the ordinary way of life. God 


‘gathers His own usually in the 


autumn time. The hair has been 
touched by the snows: of many 
winters, the shadows have length- 
ened across the pathway of life, 
the world has lost its beauty for 
the heart and mind, then the Lord 
takes Home the nut with the prec- 
ious heart. The nut that has stood 
sO many winters, endured so 


many storms, but was found upon 


the tree until the Master plucked 
it for Himself. 


THE SWEET HEART OF THE 
NUT IS SURROUNDED by three 
coverings. There is the outer husk 
such as the walnut wears; after 
this, is the hard shell of the nut. 
This may be smooth as with the 
pecan or fairly rotigh as with 
the English walnut or it may be 
very rough as the American black 
walnut. The third covering is thin 
and is found inside the hard shell 
and enclosing the actual meat of 
the nut. This skin is most no- 
ticeable in the almond. These 
three coverings represent three 
positions occupied by the Chris- 
tian. He, too, is surrounded with 
three coverings. The first is the 
characteristics which the world 
sees, the second is those traits 
of character which -his most in- 
timate relatives, such as the wife, 
the mother, the daughter see. The 
third is that life which only the 
Father sees and the Holy Spirit 
and the Lord Jesus. This is the 
hidden life unknown to man but 
naked and open before God. 


May our blessed Lord grant that 
everyone who reads this message 
may have a deep desire to be- 
come one of God’s nuts, bring joy 
to the Lord and blessing to men.

more important than international 
organization. We have something 
to give men that will stand them 
in good stead in this life, then 
bridge Hell and open Heaven for 
them in the life to come. 


Oh, there are some of you in this 
audience who are doubtful of your 
salvation. You are church mem- 
bers. Back yonder somewhere you 
may have come to Christ, I do not 
know, I beseech you, look away 
from yourself, look away from 
your doings, look away from your 
doubts, look away from your feel- 
ings. Look to the cross, the blood- 
stained cross of Calvary, Remem- 
ber that Jesus Christ died for our 
sins according to the Scriptures, 
that He is the propitiation for our 
sins, and not for our sins only, but 
for the sins of the whole world. 
There are some of you in this 
auditorium who are trembling by 
hesitating. You are Christians. You 
have felt the heat of the battle. 
You have been defeated again and 
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again. Your fruit has been so mea- 
ger and so small. You are ready 
to throw up your hands and quit. 
I beseech you tonight to look to 


.Calvary. Recall the fact that the 


price Jesus paid for you guarantees 
the ultimate triumph of the Son 
of God and of those who belong 
to Him. You have been purchased 
by His redemptive blood. It is ut- 
terly impossible, it is inconceiv- 
ably impossible, it is eternally im- 
possible for the cross to lose any 
of its power, or for the Son of God 
to be cheated, to be overcome, to 
be defeated out of any part of the 
heritage that God has promised to 
Him in the souls of men. 


There are many of you in this 
auditorium, many more of you out 
yonder in the radio audience who 
are not Christians, who are not 
children of God. If I were to say 
to you, “You’ve got to join my 
church! you’ve got to subscribe to 
my creed to be saved,” you would 
have a right to hesitate. All I am 
saying to you tonight is, “You’ve 
got to look to the cross! You've got 
to look to the shed blood! You’ve 
got to look to Jesus who died, who 
rose again, who lives, offering His 
atoning blood in intercessory, high- 
priestly prayer for those of you 
who will come to God by Him. 
But, even that is not all. 


Calvary, the Place of Promise 


We have here one more thought, 
one last thought. Not only was 
Calvary the place of pain, not only 
was and is Calvary the place of 
pardon, but Calvary is forever the 
place of promise.. Every promise 
of God comes to us by way of 
Calvary. Jesus Christ said, “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life; 
no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by me.’ You cannot come to 
God in prayer except by Christ. 
You cannot come to God in repent- 
ance except by Christ. You can- 
not come to God in faith except 
by Christ. You cannot come to 
God in service except by the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Jesus Christ said, “All 
authority is given unto me in heav- 
en and in earth.’”’ Most people seem 
to limit that authority to the 
power to forgive sins. No, my 
friends, it means all authority. It 
means authority over the physical. 
It means authority over the moral. 
It means authority over the finan- 
cial, and thé social, and the eco- 
educational, and, 
of course, the spiritual. Some day 
this world will bow at the feet of 
the Lord Jesus Christ recogniz- 
ing Him as the one, the only one 
who has full authority in every 
sphere. He comes to us tonight. 
In His own blood He offers us 
certain promises. What are they? 


First, there is the promise of 
help, and how desperately we need 
it in this day and time. It is so 
dark. It is so disheartening. It 
is so dismal. It is so discouraging. 
There is so much unhappiness. 
There is so much unrest, The war 
clouds are beginning tq loom up

again in their bleak, black. fury 
over our heads. The leaders of the 
world—the best, the finest, the 
choicest of them—do not know 
which way to turn. Men’s hearts 
are failing them for fear as they 


have never failed them _ before. 
Scientists, educators, politicians, 
diplomats, statesmen, all leaders 


are ready to throw up their hands, 
to drop them to their sides, to say 
“We don’t know which way to go.” 
But there is a way to go. It is 
by way of the cross. There is one 
who can help. There is a Leader 
who knows. There is one who can 
lead us on and on until He shall 
have finished His purpose in our 
lives. That Leader is Christ Jesus. 
There is the promise of help. Is it 
not written in God’s Word, “Ask, 
and it shall be given you; seek, 
and ye shall find; knock, and it 
shall be opened unto you” (Matt. 
7:7), “Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God, and his righteousness; and 
all these things shall be added un- 
to you” (Matt. 6:33). Is it not 
written in God’s Word, “He that 
spared not- his own Son, but de- 
livered him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him also freely give 
us all things?” (Rom. 8:32). Is 
it not written in the Holy Book, 
“My God shall supply all your 
need ... by Christ Jesus’? (Phil. 
4:19). Is it not said, “I can do all 
things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me’? (Phil. 4:13). 


Oh, my Christian friends, things 
are not going to get easier. It will 
continue to be an all-out battle to 
win the lost to the Lord Jesus. 
Thank God, we are not in this 
warfare alone! Jesus walks with 
us, and talks with us, and calls us 
His own. The highest mountain 
that we climb, He is there; the 
deepest valley that we traverse, He 
goes with us; the darkest night 
that we go through, He lights it 
up. In the midst of sorrow, He 
gives us a song. 


I.read a statement about Martin 
Luther this day that set me to 
crying as I was praying over this 
message. There came messengers 
to him and to Philip Melanchton 
to say, “There is great trouble 
abroad.” Vividly, tearfully, they 
told the bitter tale of persecutions, 
of the closing of assemblies, of the 
killing of some of Luther’s follow- 
ers, of how a warrant had been 
issued for his arrest, for Melanc- 
thon’s arrest. Luther stood up in 
his might, in his great faith, to 
cry, ‘‘Let us sing a psalm to spite 
the Devil.” To spite the Devil! 
Thank God for such faith! Thank 
God for the song that Jesus gives 
when we need help! There is no 
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good thing that He will not give 
to us if we need it. 


Further, we have here not only 
His promise of help to Christians, 
but His promise of help to you 
who are unsaved. Some folks have 
the idea that when one becomes a 
Christian that is all there is to it. 
According to their notions, the 
Christian has to fight his own bat- 
tles, has to carry his own load. 
They have said to me, “Preacher, 
I would like to be a Christian, but 
I’m afraid I can’t hold out.” Vl 
tell you something better than that. 
I know you can’t hold out. You 
can’t hold out! Neither can I. But 
I know Someone who can hold us 
out, through thick and _ thin, 
through life, through death, through 
judgment, through an_— endless 
eternity. Hiss name is the Lord 
Jesus Christ. He is not going to 
save you and then let you go, say- 
ing to. you, “Root, hog, or die.” 
No, He will fill you with His 
Spirit. He will give you comfort, 
and confidence. He will give you 
His constant loving admonitions. 
He will appear to you by day and 
by night. He will never leave you. 
You may tear loose from His way 
and wander away, but He will 
break your heart and draw you 
back. Oh yes, there is on Cal- 
vary the promise of help. 


Then we find on Calvary the 
promise of hope—not only of help, 
but of hope. It all looks like a 
hopeless task. I have gone back 
again and yet again to the same 
communities, to the same churches, 
the same city-wide and single 
church revivals. We have pled our 
hearts out, wept our souls out, 
turned our pockets inside out to 
promote campaigns. We come back 
in four or five years. The com- 
munity is in the same stagnant 
condition, hopelessly undone. It 
seems as though our sowing beside 
all waters is just wasting time. But 
no, we look to Calvary. We remem- 
ber that the Lord Jesus Christ 
bought victory for us as well as 
our salvation, He gives us the pro- 


_|mise of hope, the assurance that. in 


His own good time, in His own 
good pleasure,.all the striving, all 
the struggling, all the sacrificing, 
all the self-denying, will come to a 
triumphant conclusion somewhere 
on the golden strands of Canaan’s 
promised land. 


I was raised right here in Chi- 
cago. I went to grade school, to 
preparatory school, to law school 
right here in Chicago. I have here 
all sorts of kinfolks, Some of them 


are seated right here in this audi- 


torium. I have them from one end 
of this country to the other. They 
know my start. Other people, Gen- 
tiles and Jews, know the chances 
I had of getting ahead in my chos- 
en profession. They laugh at me. 
They mock me. They say I have 
made a bad mistake. They say I 
have wasted my life. I might have 
been rich, I might have had lots 
of money, a big home, and big 
cars, luxury, everything else. They 
say I made a mistake- when I 
turned my back on the legal pro- 
fession, became a poor Christian, 
and a poorer preacher of the gos- 
pel. 

But, let us see. Perhaps I did 
make a mistake, Perhaps I did. I 
am not too old to start all over 
again. Supposing I’d have stayed 
here and practiced law. Supposing 
I'd have turned my back on the 
Lord Jesus Christ. ‘Listen, my un- 
saved friends, I was young. I was 
twenty-three years old. The world 
was my oyster. I had a good pro- 
fession, an excellent start. Yes, it 
was coming my way, high, wide 
and handsome, I haven't got it 


jnow. I haven’t got the money. I 


haven’t got the ease. I’ve got the 
burgen on my heart for the souls 
of men. Supposing I’d have stayed 
in my profession, supposing I'd 
have become a millionaire, I might 
have landed in jail and not have 
become a millionaire. I might have 
become a millionaire ang landed 
in jail for it. All that is not be- 
yond the realm of possibility. I'd 
have lived out my life. ['d have 
had everything my heart could de- 
sire — my wife in silks and satins, 
and I in Hickey-Freeman broad- 
cloth and in French, Shriner and 
Urner. shoes. My time would come 
to die. I'd leave it all behind. I do 
not wear Hickey-Freeman suits, I 
have a pair of six dollars and three 
cents priced shoes. I have invested 
my life in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
When this world with its pelf shall 
have disappeared, I shall just have 
begun to enjoy Heaven’s riches. I 
believe I know when I am well off. 
I believe I know when I have done 
the right thing, I feel certain I 
have made the best investment 
possible of my life. There are all 
sorts of ways and places in which 
you can invest your time, your 
talents, your money, your ener- 
gies; but noné of them are as se- 
cure, neither will they pay the di- 
vidends that will come from that 
deposited in the safety and service 
of the Lord Jesus Christ.

be buoyed up by the steadfast, 
Scripture-promise-sustained hope 
that our work is not in vain, that 
our tears are not in vain, that our 
prayers are not in vain, that our 
sacrifice is not in vain, that our 
self-denying is not in vain. With all 
my soul I urge you to take a chance 
with, nay enjoy the certainty of the 


bank of Heaven, the treasure house 


of eternity that has never known 
any such thing as a moratorium, 
a devaluation, an inflation, a de- 
pression, a failure. God in Christ 
has kept faith, does and shall keep 
faith. ) 


Still further, where can I find 
the words to describe the joy in 
my soul? Not only is Calvary the 
place of the promise of help, of 
the promise of hope, but it is also 
the place of the promise of Heaven. 
There is only one way to go to 
Heaven, and that is by Calvary. 
Will you understand me? I have 
been studying myself a great deal 
lately, I have been searching my 
soul. I am not an old man as age 
goes. I am not a young man as 
youth goes. But listen! Not until 
lately have I preached much about 
Heaven. In thése eighteen years of 
preaching I do not suppose I have 
preached half a dozen sermons on 
Heaven, But I notice that with 
every gray hair that comes into my 
head, with every birthday that 
comes around I am thinking more 
and more about Heaven. Thank 
God, I am going there! At the end 
of the journey I am going to drop 


’ the cross and get a crown. No more 


mistakes! No more misdeeds! No 
more misunderstandings to break 
my own heart, to trouble the hearts 
of others! No more sin! No more 
suffering! At home in Heaven with 
Jesus forever! I had just as soon 
go there right now but for one 
thing. That one thing is that so 
many of you do not know the Lord 
Jesus Christ as your personal Sav- 
iour. | ) 
Now, what have I said to you? 
You heard it again and again. You 
knew it without my telling you. 
Calvary was the place of pain. 
Remember it was substitutionary 
pain! It was your pain and my 
pain! It was your penalty and my 
penalty! It was your punishment 
and my punishment! It was your 
doom and my doom! It was your 
damnation and my damnation that 
Jesus endured on the cross! Cal- 
vary is the place of pardon. It is 


written, “The blood of Jesus Christ 
His Son cleanseth us from all sin”; 
and again, “Behold the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away the sin of 
the world.” Calvary does promise 
to every one of you the help of 
God, the hope of God, the Heaven 
of God.

black, impenetrable, were scudding 
across the skies. There was not a 
star, not the semblance of a moon. 
The thunder crashed with the mad 
fury of the wrath of Heaven. The 
lightning zigzagged across the skies.

Then all of a sudden I 
saw in the distance on those storm- 
tossed waters a light. At first it ap- 
peared small. It seemed to be com- 
ing toward me. It grew brighter 
and brighter, larger and larger.

I 
did notice that wherever the light 
came the winds died down, the 
waves subsided into smooth still- 
ness.

Not in a vision, not in a dream, 
not in a boat, but in His holy 
Word, the Christ of God comes to 
you tonight with the marks of His 
passion, with the blood of His 
agony which He will apply to your 
soul if you will but say, “Lord, 
have mercy on me a sinner.” God 
give you the grace to do it to- 
night. He will if you ask Him to. 
In Jesus’ name, Amen. 
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Can anyone say that the dear 
Lord Jesus did not do perfectly 
and exactly what we are here 
commanded to do? The Word of 
God was His delight, and to obey 
jt was His holy passion! In fact, 
the Saviour Himseif is called in 
the Gospel of John the Logos, or 
the Main Thought, or Revelation, 
or Word of God. Jesus is Himself 
the Word of God. “And his name 
is called The Word of God” (Rev. 
19:13). St. Jerome was the Cath- 
olic father who translated the 
Bible into The Latin Vulgate, the 
official mother-translation of the 
Catholic church. Pope Benedict 
XV says, “So convinced indeed 
was Jerome that familiarity with 
tne Bible was the royal road to 
the knowledge and love of Christ 
that he did not hesitate to say: 
‘Ignorance of the Bible means 
ignorance of Christ’ (‘Prol. in 
Comment. in Isa.’; cf. ‘Tract. de 
Ps. 77’).”’ And, Pope Benedict XV 
exhorts all to read and follow the 
Bible so earnestly and lovingly 
that “they may arrive at the all- 
surpassing knowledge of Jesus 
Christ.” (The quotation is given 
in the forward to the New Con- 
fraternity Translation of the New 
Testament.) Christ has so identi- 
fied Himself with the Word of 
God, the supernatural revelation

In another message I = shall 
earnestly try to show you what 
the. Christian should do with his 
Bible. But in this message I long 
to help you know what the. Bible 
will do for you, what the Bible 
really is to the child of God. 


I. The Word of God Has a 
Miraculous Part in the 
Individual’s Regeneration 


I trust that you, dear reader, 
know of a time and place and a 
transaction by which you turned 
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What the Bible Is to the Christian 


from sin in your heart and de- 
pended on Jesus Christ to for- 
give your sins and save your soul. 
I trust that you have sweet as- 
surance that your sins are for- 
given, that for Jesus’ dear sake 
you are counted righteous on the 
merits of the atoning blood of 
Jesus Christ. I trust that God 
made you His own child by super- 
natural new birth when you simp- 
ly received Christ by faith and 
trusted Him to become your own 
Saviour. 

But did you know that every 
person ever born of God, every 
person ever regenerated by the 
Holy Spirit, was saved partly 
through the supernatural work of 
the Scripture? 


Speaking to Christians, God’s 
Word given through Peter says, 
“Being born again, not of corrupt- 
ible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the word of God, which liveth 
and abideth for ever’ (I Pet. 
1:23). 


FEhose who are born of God are 
born of incorruptible seed, by the 
Word of God! 


It becomes clear by the Word 
of God that no one can ever be 
saved who does not hear the gos- 
pel. The Scripture says that “it 
pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that be- 
lieve” (I Cor. 1:21). That is, God 
saves people by proclamation of 
the gospel, by some human instru- 
ment taking the Word of God to 
lost sinners. 


Jesus said to Nicodemus, “Ex- 
cept a man be born of water and 
of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God” (John 
3:5). Notice the phrase “born of 
water and of the Spirit.” We

And 
now We see that the very begin- 
ning of spiritual life, regeneration, 
is wrought by the Word of God. 
A sinner cannot even begin to 
live spiritually except by the mir- 
aculous work of the Word of» God,

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How we should love the Word 
of God, which ‘has been the agent 
of God in our salvation! How we 
should delight to live by this won- 
derful Bible, live by every word 
of it, since it proceeded from the 
mouth of God and since our spirit- 
ual life itself came through the 
Word of God planted in our 
hearts! 


‘Il. The Bible Is the Solid 
Basis of the Christian’s 
Assurance of 
Salvation 


A born-again Christian 
know for certain that his sins are 
forgiven. In fact, every Christian 
ought to know that he is God’s 
child, having received everlasting 
life from God. It is sadly true 
that many Christians do not know 
that they are saved. 


Again and again when I ask 
people, “Are you saved?” or 
“Have you. been born again?” 
they answer, “I hope so” or “I am 
doing my best.” They have no 
real assurance of salvation. Some 
people even tell me that they do 
not believe one can _ definitely 
know that he is saved. 

I came to Christ as a nine-year- 
old boy.’ But for three sad years 
I had no assurance of salvation. 
In fact, after my father thought 
I was too young to be saved and 
discouraged me from being bap- 
tized and joining a church, I threw 
away my hopes and longed and 
prayed to be saved. I asked God 
to save me. I asked others to pray 
for me. And yet I did not feel 
that I was saved. I cast away all 
my confidence. I sometimes hoped 
fleetingly but usually despaired. 
But one day in a few minutes’ 
time I got. assurance of my Sal- 
vation. I suddenly knew that I 
was saved. I have not doubted it 
one time these forty-three years 
since! How do you suppose I re- 
ceived this sudden glad assurance 
that my sins were blotted out, 
that I had everlasting life, that I 
was God’s dear child? 

I got that assurance from the 
Bible. Reading the Bible as a boy 
of twelve or thirteen I came upon 
John 3:36 which says, “He that 
believeth on the Son hath ever- 
lasting life: and he that believeth 
not the Son shall not see life; but 
the wrath of God abideth on him.” 
There I saw for the first time that 
it was promised definitely that 
when I trusted in Christ, depend- 
ed upon Him, relied upon Him, 
I received everlasting life. I knew 
it was so because the Bible said 


« SO. 


I had often tried to remember 
how I had felt when I in my 
heart turned to God and came out 
openly to confess Christ as my 
Saviour. I remembered that I had 
‘not wept. Another older boy had 
shed many tears as he came the 
same day to claim Christ as Sav- 
iour. Would I have been saved, 


\; 1 wondered, had I wept as the 


other boy wept? I did not feel 
the gladness some Christians said 
they felt. How much joy must 
one fee] in order to be assured 
that he is saved? There were 
many matters in which my heart 
condemned me; I had failed God 
in many, many matters. My boy- 
ish conscience rebuked me. I felt 
that I could believe I was saved 
if I could live without ever sin- 
ning or doing wrong. But alas,_I 
well knew that I was still weak 
and frail and sinful. But now, 
suddenly, after three miserable,

doubting years I found that God’s 
Word clearly stated that when I 
believed in Christ and depended 
upon Him, I received everlasting 
life! 

I read on, fascinated. In the 
same chapter I found that Jesus 
had promised in John 3:18, “He 
that believeth on him [the Son] 
is not condemned.” When I had 
trusted Christ, my condemnation 
passed away! The Word of God 
said so! 

I read on and found John 5:24, 
which says, “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, He that heareth my 
word, and believeth on him that 
sent me, hath everlasting life, and 
Shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from death un- 
to life.” So when I had heard the 
Word of God when that godly 
preacher, A. B. Ingram, in the 
First Baptist Church of Gaines- 
ville, Texas, had preached on “the 
prodigal son,” and when I had 
depended on the Father who sent 
Jesus inte the world to save, there 
and then, the Scripture says, I 
had received’ everlasting life. 
Thenceforth I could never come 
into condemnation because I was 
already passed from death to life! 
The day when I read and believed 
those Scripture promises, in a few 
short minutes I received perfect. 
assurance that my soul was saved. 
And that assurance came from 
the Word of God! 


And that is exactly what the 
Bible teaches about Christian as- 
surance. In I John 5:13 the apos- 
tle writes by divine inspiration, 
“These things have I written un- 
to you that believe on the name 
of the Son of God; that ye may 
know that ye have eternal life, 
and that ye may believe on the 
name of the Son of God.” One 
may know by the things written 
in the Word that he has eternal 
life. 


In the same passage, verse 10 
says, “He that believeth on the 
Son of God hath the witness in 
himself: he that believeth not 
God hath made him a liar; be- 
cause he believeth not the record 
that God gave of his Son.” For 
one not to believe the plain pro- 
mises of the Word of God is to 
make God a liar. And the same 
Christian who was born of the 
incorruptible seed, the Word of 
God, has in himself the witness, 
that is, he has the Word of God, 
wrought in his heart by the Holy 
Spirit, and he has the Word of 
God in the Bible. And this divine 
record, in the Bible, is given in 
order that a Christian may know 
that he has eternal life! 


If you want to know that you 
have eternal life, then take some 
simple promise of the Bible and 
rely upon it. For example, in John 
6:37 Jesus said, “All that the 
Father giveth me shall come to 
me; and him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast out.” Did 
you come to Jesus? I do not mean 
necessarily in walking down an 
aisle, or in any other public rite 
or ceremony. But in your. heart 
did you choose to come and will 
to come, and decide to come to 
Christ? I am not talking about 
your tears, nor your feelings, nor 
your good deeds. Did you come 
to Jesus Christ in your heart? 
If you did so come, then He did 
not cast you out, and He never 
will! He received you. And the 
way you can know that He re- 
ceived you and did not cast you 
out is by believing the plain pro- 
mise in the Word of God! 

Sometimes troubled converts 
tell me, “I tried to come, I want- 
ed to come, but I do not know 
Whether I came the right way or 
not.” To all such I answer, “If you 
wanted to come, it was the want- 
ing which God means here. It was 
the will to come, the choice to 
come. If your heart came, then 
you came! And Jesus did not cast 
you out.” 


Did you call upon Christ to save 
you? Then remember that the

Scripture says, ‘“‘Whosoever shall 
call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved” (Rom. 10:13). If 
your heart honestly came seeking 
salvation and if you asked Jesus 
Christ to save you, then you 
should believe His promise that 
you are saved. 

People do not know that they 
are saved because they feel a 
certain way. Feelings may come 
or go. The first time your health 
breaks down. you may lose the 
buoyant gladness on which you 
now depend. The first time Satan 
trips you and you fall into some 
sin and a burning conscience fills 
you with grief, you may lose all 
the assurance which is based on 
your feeling. You may go through 
some trial or be so tempted of Sa- 
tan that you may lose the glad- 
ness which you now have. But, 
thank God, the Word of God 
abides forever! If your assurance 
is based on “thus saith the Lord,” 
you need never lose it. The Word 
of God is the source of true Chris- 
tian assurance. Do not make God 
a liar but believe the record that 
He has given that those who be- 
lieve on Him have eternal life. 


Ill. The Scriptures Are the 
Food on Which Christians 


Grow 
Christians often have the idea 
that attending church services, 
Singing, testifying, along with 


prayer, are the principal means 
of Christian growth» We do not 
deny that a newborn baby should 
get its exercise. It should be in 
constant dependence and fellow- 
ship, with its mother. And so a 
Christian ought to serve the dear 
Saviour who has redeemed him, 
and ought to be in constant touch 
with God in prayer. Yet the baby 
does not grow without food and a 
Christian does not grow without 
the Word of God. First Peter 2:2 
says, “As newborn babes, desire 
the sincere milk of the word, that 
ye may grow thereby.” 

I suggest that you open your 
Bibles to I Peter and read the 
last of chapter 1 and the first of 
chapter 2. First Peter 1:23-25 
closes chapter 1, but the chapter 
division is man’s idea, not God’s. 
The Scripture itself was not orig- 
inally divided into chapters. So 
the first two verses in chapter 2 
go right along with the last three 
verses of chapter 1. Please look 
at it in your Bible. Then you will 


‘see that the Scripture here is 


clearly saying that one is born of 
the incorruptible seed of the Word 
of God that lives and abides for- 
ever and that therefore one should 
continue to grow by this same su- 
pernatural Word of God. In other 
words, since the Christian is born 
of the incorruptible seed of the 
Word of God, he should live ‘by 
every word that proceedeth out of 
the mouth of God,” as Jesus said 
in Matthew 4:4. 


Every new convert, then, should 
be urged to read the Bible, to 
read it daily, to love it, to search 
it, to memorize much of it, to de- 
light in it, to follow it. For Chris- 
tian growth depends more upon 
the Word of God than on any 
other factor. Any Christian who 
wants to become a mature, strong, 
robust Christian must settle down 
to a steady diet of the Word of 
God. 


I have known people who were 
very active in Christian work who 
Were spiritual babes and spiritual 
weaklings, starved for lack of 
the spiritual food whereby Chris- 
tians grow! I was astonished when 
a gray-headed woman, active in 
Christian work many years, told 
me that she was not sure of her 
salvation. I have been grieved 
many times to find active church 
people mere babies in Christian 
character, in faith, in spiritual 
understanding. They were starved 
Christian activity, 
Christian sacrifice, prayer, even 
devoted soul-winning efforts do 
not take the place of feeding up- 
on the Word of God. There is no 
substitute for the Word of God 
as food for Christian growth. The 
Word of God contains the spirit- 
ual proteins, and vitamins for 
spiritual muscles and bones and 
spiritual health and growth. ‘Man 
shall not live by bread alone, but 
by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God.” | 


A 
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IV. The Scriptures Are God’s 
Way.to Daily Victory 
Over Sin 

God wants Christians to live 
daily victorious lives. And God 
has provided the means for vic- 
tory. 

Psalm 119:9 says, ‘“Wherewithal 
shall a young man cleanse his 
way? by taking heed thereto ac- 
cording to thy word.” 

Again, in Psalm 119:11 we have 
the same truth taught: “Thy 
word. have I hid in mine heart, 
that I might not sin against thee.”’ 

Young man, do you want to 
cleanse’your way? Then take heed 
to it according to the Word of 
God. Set out to find God’s rules 
for living in victory; you will find 
them in the Word of God. 

Many Christians seek by earn- 
est prayer to have some great ex- 
perience that they hope will 
change them so they will not be 
tempted. They think some “second 
blessing” will eradicate the carnal 
nature and that this permanent 
and continuing victory may be se- 
cured by one great crisis exper- 
ience. However, multiplied thou- 
sands have discovered that how- 
ever great the emotional exper- 
ience, they still have with them 
the carnal nature and they often 
fall under temptation. No, God’s 
way for a Christian to have vic- 
tory over sin is not through some 
ecstatic emotional experience, but 
through feeding upon the Word 
of God, being washed by it, being 
taught by it, being warned by it, 
and being strengthened by it, so 
that he can meet the temptations. 
It is well to remember that even 
the dear Lord Jesus met each of 
Satan’s temptations with a quo- 
tation of Scripture. Tempted to 
make bread and assuage His hun- 
ger, Jesus replied, “It is written, 
Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceed- 
eth out of the mouth of God.” 
Tempted $6 cast Himself down 
from the pinnacle of the temple 
for a public show, Jesus answer- 
ed, “It is written again, Thou 
shalt not tempt the Lord thy 
God.” Tempted to bow down to 
Satan in order to obtain world 
dominion, Jesus replied, “It is 
written, Thou shalt worship the 
Lord thy God, and him only shalt 
thou serve.” Jesus defeated Sa- 
tan’s worst temptations by the 
Word of God. And He, the great 
Son of man, our Saviour and 
Pattern, will help us to have dailv 
victory also through the Word of 
God. 


To be prepared for temptation, 
one needs to learn the Word of 
God ahead of time and hide it in 
his heart. It may be too late to 
load your gun when the _ bear 
charges you. It is too late to stu- 
dy your lesson at examination 
time. So the Christian is exhorted 
to follow David’s example. “Thy 
word have I hid in mine heart, 
that I might not sin against thee.” 
Studying the Word of God, learn- 
ing the truths of the Word of God 
and memorizing many passages, 
will give the Christian a strong 
defence against temptation. By 
mastering the Word of God, hid- 
ing much of it in his heart by 
memory, and hiding the whole 
spirit and tenor of its teachings 
in his heart by reading, by enjoy- 
ment, by meditation and by obe- 
dience, the Christian will have the 
will to resist temptation, will have 
the spiritual strength to over- 
come temptation and the divine 
reassurance and help which comes 
from the living, supernatural 
Word of God. 


How can the drunkard leave 
his drink? How can the smoker 
quit his cigarettes? How can the 
man with licentious thoughts con- 
quer his lust? It is well to pray, 
but prayer is not enough. It is 
well to seek the company of Chris- 
tians; that will help, but it is not 
enough. He must set out to daily 
grow in spiritual strength by feed- 
ing on the Word of God, by tak- 
ing it to heart with earnest devo- 
tion and hiding much of it in his 
heart. He may fail, and stumble 
and fall short, but, praise. the 
Lord, he has the blessed assur- 
ance that he will grow stronger 
and more and more have daily 
victory over the sins he hates, the 
sins that grieve God and hurt the 


Christian and harm his testimony. 
The Word of God is the Chris- 
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papers with the gospel message 
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tian’s secret of growth and spirit- 
ual strength in overcoming sin 
and in living the victorious life. 
Any teaching about the victor- 
ious life that does not stress the 
primary place of the blessed Word 
of God in Christian victory does 
not follow fully the Word of God. 


V. The Bible, God’s Way for 
Christians to Be 
Sanctified 

When the Bible mentions sanc- 
tification for the Christian it does 
not mean sinless perfection. That 
is clear from I John 1:8, which 
says, “If we say that We have no 
Sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us.” The Bible does 
not teach that by one mystic 
period of ecstasy or by one super- 
natural crisis the Christian is 
made sinless and perfect. Good 
people who think so have mis- 
understood the Scripture. 

But, we must still remember 
that the Bible has a doctrine of 
sanctification and holiness. And 
the Bible, by these terms, means 
separated to God, set apart for 
God. So Israel] is ‘a holy nation,” 
so Jerusalem is a holy city, so 
the Christians at Corinth, though 
carnal, were “sanctified in Christ 
Jesus” (I Cor. 1:2). In fact, there 
is a sense in which every Chris- 
tian is set apart. for God and so 
is sanctified once for all by the 
offering of Christ (Heb. 10:10). 

But is there a way in which a 
Christian can more and more be 


practically set apart for God? 
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How may a Christian man be- 
come more and more God’s man, 
séparate from the world and dif- 
ferent from the world? How can 
a Christian woman become more 
and more God’s woman, set apart 
for God’s service? How may young 
people become different from the 
young people of the world, in out- 
ward life and in inward devotion 
and consecration? The answer is, 
they may become sanctified by 
devoted reading and meditating 
upon and following the Word of 
God! 

In John 17 the dear Lord Jesus 
prayed for His disciples, not only 
for the original disciples, but for 
all that should afterwards believe 
on Him through their’ word. 
Speaking of all of us Christians, 
Jesus prayed to the Father in 
these words: 

“T have given them thy word; 
and the world hath hated them, 
because they are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world. 
I pray not that thou shouldest 
take them out of the world, but 
that thou shouldest keep them 
from the evil. They are not of 
the world, even as I am not of 
the world. Sanctify them through 
thy truth: thy word is truth.”— 
John 17:14-17. 


Jesus has given to Christians 
God’s Word. He does not ask that 
we should be taken out of the 
world but that God would keep 
us from the evil in the world. 
And then He prays that we will 
be sanctified through God’s truth 
in the Bible. He says, “SANCTI- 
FY: THEM .: THROUGH. - THY 
Teun: © THY WORD IS 
TRUTH.” We are to be sancti- 
fied by the Word of God. 


In Acts 20 we find that Paul 
came to Miletus, the seaport town 
near Ephesus were he_ spent 
three years in winning souls and 
building the church. He called for 
the elders of the church at Ephe- 
sus to meet him, and there Ssol- 
emnly gave them his charge. Then 
he said to them, “I commend you 
to God, and to the word of his 
grace, which is able to build you 
up, and to give you an inheritance 
among all them which are sanc- 
tified” (Acts 20:32). 


It is true that preachers do a 
different work, a work set apart 
from the work of the world. But, 
oh, how we ministers of the gos- 
pel need to be different men! We 


need to be men of God, men set 
apart for God, men sanctified toa 
holy calling. How may we preac- 
ers obtain this blessed result of 
sanctification? Paul commends us 
to the Bible which is able to build 
us up and to give us an inherit- 
ance among all them that are 
sanctified! 

I am thinking now of one of 


the most saintly men I ever knew. * 


I think I must say that he loved 
the Bible and was moved and af- 
fected more by the Bible than al- 
most anybody else I ever knew. 
True godliness comes from this 
kind of sanctification. One who 
loves the Word, lives in the Word, 
lets the blessed Word of God have 


its supernatural work on his heart’ 


and life and affections and sins 
and hopes; on his family, on his 
business, on his prayers, on his 
joys, on his friends, on his ene- 
mies, on his labors, on his plays— 
such a man becomes truly godly, 
or set apart for God. The blessed 
Word of God is the means of 
sanctification, the means of true 
consecration, if we let the Word 
have its way in our lives. 

I am not speaking of a mere 
mechanical learning of the words 
nor of a Pharisaic delight in the 


Jetter. I am speaking about such 


holy devotion to the Word as lets 
the Word have its perfect way 
with us. If we really “live... by 
every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God,” ag Jesus 
said we are commanded to do, 
then we cannot but be different! 


‘We cannot remain like the world, 


nor indifferent to God’s plan, nor 
alien from His ways. Born-again 
Christians still need to learn to 
be set apart and separated and 
made hol¥, sanctified to God and 
His will and way by feeding on 
and meditating and delighting in 
the Word of God daily. 


VI. The Bible, God’s Means 
for Growing Faith 

The Christian is plainly com- 
manded, “Have faith in God” 
(Mark 11:22). We are told that 
“without faith it is. impossible 
te please him” (Heb. 11:6). 
We are told that if we believe, 
“all things are possible to him 
that believeth’ ‘(Mark 9:23). 
Faith is the key that unlocks 
every treasure house of God and 
gets everything that God has that 
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found therein. His mighty faith)So we need not only to abide in

a Christian wants and needs. But 
how may I have the faith which 
God commands me to have? 

‘It is right that a Christian 
should pray for faith. The disci- 
ples prayed, ‘‘Lord, Increase our 
faith’ (Luke 17:5). The father 
with the devil-possessed boy said, 
“Lord, I believe; help thou mine 
unbelief” (Mark 9:24). It is rigit 
for us to ask God to increase our 
faith, but God has His own ap- 
pointed way of answering that 
prayer. In Romans 10:17 the 
Scripture says, “So then faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing 
by the word of God.” When this 
Scripture was written printing 
had not been invented. Only a few 
hand-copied manuscripts of Scrip- 
ture portions were available and 
very, very few people could read 
and write. So these Scriptures 
were read publicly and most peo- 
ple got the blessings from the 
Scriptures by hearing them. “So 
then faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of' God.” You 
see, the Word of God builds faith. 

In a time of trial and testing 
I delighted to read how the three 


Hebrew children who would_not. 


bow to the image of Nebuchad- 
nezzar were cast into the fiery 
furnace and how God delivered 
them. I delighted to read how 
Daniel was cast into the den of 
lions for praying and how God 
shut the mouths of the lions and 
Daniel escaped unharmed. I read 
with the deepest joy and mount- 
ing faith the story of Sennach- 
erib’s army surrounding Jeru- 
Salem and how the letter of his 
threats and his derision toward 
God was spread out on the altar 
by King Hezekiah and Isaiah the 
prophet and then how the next 
morning 185,000 of Sennacherib’s 
army lay dead and he returned to 
his own city and was murdered 
by his own sons in the house of 
his idol god! Thank God, If 
found that the Scriptures gave 
me courage and faith. I found that 
God takes care of people who 
trust Him! I found that one may 
look through the dark time of 
tribulation and persecution and 
know that God will be faithful 
When everybody else fails. 

I remember when I was a young 
preacher starting, with my wife, 
to the seminary. I worked a few 
hours each week with a hoe on 
the campus at thirty cents an 
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“God With Us!” Dr. Rice 
says about this hook, “I have 
long wanted to publish a book 
about the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and here it is. My first burden 
is that sinners may learn to 
know and love the Lord Jesus, 
trust Him as their own Saviour 
...» But the book is far more 
than a simple evangelistic ap- 
peal.

hour. Later I preached in country 
churches and sometimes got ten 
or twelve dollars per week, some- 
times fifteen. We faithfully tithed 
during that time and how we did 
delight to read the words of Jesus 
who in Matthew 6:25-34 said we 
were not to take thought for what 
we should eat or drink or for 
clothing. Jesus said that the heav- 
enly Father fed the fowls of the 
air, and that He clothed the lilies 
of the field, and that allof us who 
were born-again children should 
have better care than these! Jesus 
promised that if we should seek 
first the kingdom of God and His 
righteousness all these things 
needed would be added to us 
(Matt. 6:33). We believed those 
promises. Our faith mounted up. 
And, thank God, now for many 
years we have lived a triumphant 
and happy life without fret about 
our food, clothing, and ordinary 
needs. We take our needs ‘to God. 
F'rom the blessed Bible we learned 
to trust Him! Faith comes by the 
Word of God! 


That is one reason for showing 
unconverted sinners who want to 
be saved the promises, in the 
‘Word of -God: Let them sée what 
God has promised. Let them base 
their decision on the ‘plain Word 
of God. If they see how clearly 
He has promised everlasting life 
to. those who put .their ‘trust’ in 
Jesus, the blessed Word of God 
will help*to grow faith in their 
unbelieving hearts. F'aith comes 
by the Word of God! 

All the mighty men of faith 
have been mighty men to feed ou 
the Word. Read the tife of George 
Muller of Bristol, the man who 
prayed down 7% million dollars 
from God without ever taking a 
public collection, without ever 
writing a friend for money, with- 
out making a published appeal or 
an appeal to a congregation. He 
supported as high as 2,300 orphan 
children at once, sent missionar- 
ies to many heathen lands, sent 
gospel literature around the 
world. And he did it by the prayer 
of faith. The way he got the faith 
was by constant reading and 
meditation in the Word of God. 
He read the Bible over and over 
and over, and when he was about 
ninety years old he declared ‘he 
had lost interest in all other 
books but the Bible.

came by a holy absorption in and 
delight in the Word of God. 


Hudson Taylor was a mighty 
man of faith. He founded the 
China Inland Mission. He = had 
faith to go himself to China with- 
out promised support from any- 
body. Later he had faith to take 
hundreds of missionaries for 
whom there was no definite pro- 
mise of support from men. But 
he had learned to trust God. He 
was a man of mighty faith in a 
mighty God. But Hudson Taylor 
was one of the most devoted Bible 
students this world has seen. He 
loved the Word, read the Word, 
meditated in the Word day and 
night. One of his friends travel- 
ling on a riverboat with him told 
how Hudson Taylor would rise at 
five o’clock in the morning and 
light his candle to get a couple 
of hours with the Word of God 
before others awoke. His faith 
came from God.through the Bible. 


D. L. Moody used to rise at 
four o’clock or five o’clock in the 
morning to study his Bible before 
others were around. He made the 
Bible first and so he’ grew a 
mighty faith in God. Faith really 
comes from the Bible. As _ the 
Bible becomes your bread and 


meat, as you begin really. to live | 


“by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God,” your 
faith will -grow mightily. 


VII. Living by Every Word of 
the Bible, the Secret of 
Answered Prayer 

This living by every word that 
proceeds from the mouth of God, 
as the Lord Jesus said we should 
do, is really the basic secret of 
answered prayer. We have just 
seen above how the faith that se- 
cures the answer grows by use 
of the Word of God. So every 
other condition that makes it 
pleasing to God to answer our 
prayers and makes it right for 


God to answer our prayers, is pro- 


moted by devotion to and feeding 
upon the whole Bible. Jesus said, 
“If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye Shall ask what 
ye will, and it shall be done unto 
you” (John 15:7). It is good for 
us to abide in Christ, that is, to 
be absorbed in Him, to love Him 
and surrender to Him. But that 
alone is not enough to guarantee 
the answers to our prayers. For 
though we love Christ we may 
not know what He wanis, may 
not know what He has promised, 
may not know His instructions. 
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Christ but to have His words live 
in us. And when we do so abide 
in Christ and have His words 
abide in us, then He promised 
that we may ask anything in the 
world we want-and have it! What 
a marvelous promise! By having 
the Word of God live abundantly 
in our lives is the great key of 
answered prayer. 

One who loves the Word, feeds 
on the Word, judges his own 
thoughts and plans and desires by 
the blessed Word of .God, can 
pray in the will of God, can pray 
acceptably, and so God can afford 
to answer his prayers. No one Can 
be sure of praying in the will of 
God who does not adjust his pray- 
er life to the will of God by the 
yardstick of the Word. 

God feels very keenly this mat- 
ter of our heart attitude toward 
the Word of God and He very 
strictly applies it in this matter 
of answered prayer. Proverbs 28:9 
says, “He that turneth away his 
ear from hearing the law, even his 
prayer shall be abomination.” One 
who turns his heart away from 
the Word has turned his heart 
away from the will of God. He 
does not know the will of God, 
perhaps; certainly he does not 
want the will of God. And that is 


such a sin and pictures such a 


sad state of heart that God says 
such a prayer is an abomination! 
If you want your prayers an- 
swered, then, I beg you, love the 
blessed Word of God. Meditate in 
it day and night! Try to live “by 
every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God.” 


VIII. The Bible, the Source of 
Daily Guidance for a 
Christian 

“Thy word is a lamp unto my 
feet, and a light unto my path,” 
said the psalmist (Psa. 119:105). 
The Bible is Heaven’s light on 
earthly pathways. Again, “The 
entrance of thy ‘words giveth 
light; it giveth understanding un- 
to the simple” (Psa. 119:130). 
The Bible is the source of true 
wisdom, true understanding of the 
will of God. 

Does that mean that a Chris- 
tian should not rely upon and 
should not seek the leading of the 
Holy Spirit? Is it not intended 
that a Christian should have daily 
leadership of the Holy Spirit? I 
assure you, I do not mean to min- 
imize the leadership of the Holy 
Spirit. Every Christian can have 
and should have the clear leading 
of the Holy Spirit on every im- 
portant step of life’s pathway. But 
we are to remember that the 
Holy Spirit always leads in con- 
formity to the written Word of 
God. The Holy Spirit is Himself 
the divine Author of the Bible. 
“Holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost” 


(II Pet. 1:21). The freedom with 


Which the Holy Spirit guides a 
Christian, His intimate conscious 
fellowship with a Christian is 
based on the Christian’s attitude 
toward the Bible. Jesus promised 
the disciples that the Comforter 
would come and abide with them 
forever, “even the Spirit of truth” 
(John 14:16,17). But He explain- 
ed, “He that hath my command- 
ments, and keepeth them, he it 
is that loveth me: and he that 
loveth me shall be loved of my 
Father, and I will love him, and 
will manifest myself to him” (John 
14:21). Christ and the Father are 
manifested by the work of the 
Holy Spirit dwelling in a Chris- 
tian’s body, that is, are manifest- 
ed provided that this Christian 
has the commandments and keeps 
them! In other words, in propor- 


| tion as a Christian loves the Word 


and follows the Word and medi- 
tates in the Word, the Holy Spirit, 
the Spirit of truth who dwells in 
every Christian’s body, can teach 
and lead the Christian. 

Again, in verse 23 of the same 
chapter we read, “Jesus answered 
and said unto him, If a man love 
me, he will keep my words: and 
my Father will love him, and we 
will come unto him, and make 
our abode with him.” The work 
of the blessed Holy Spirit in guid- 
ing and teaching a Christian de- 
pends on how well he keeps the 
words of Jesus Christ, as recorded 
in the Bible! 

Again, in John 14:26 Jesus gave 
the same teaching. “But the Com- 
forter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my 
name, he shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your 
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remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you.” The blessed Com- 
forter, the Holy Ghost, is sent to 
“teach ... all things, and bring 
all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you.” 
But how can a Christian have the 
truth of the Word of God and 
the words of Christ brought to 
his remembrance if he never 
learned them? Any Christian is 
handicapped in being led by the 
Spirit if he does not know his 
Bible. For the Holy Spirit always 
leads in accordance with the re- 
vealed will of God in the Bible. 
It is remarkable how often this 
teaching is made clear in the 
Bible; that the Holy Spirit guides 
and leads only as one js willing 
to take the revealed will of God. 


‘For example, in John 16:13 Jesus 


said: “Howbeit when he, the 
Spirit of truth, is come, he will 
guide you into al] truth: for he 
shall not speak of himself; bui 
whatsoever he shall hear, that 
Shall he speak: and he will shew 
you things to come.” 

Yes, the Holy Spirit is to guide 
in the truth. But the Holy Spirit 
does not simply guide according 
to His own independent plan. He 
takes the revealed will of God in 
the Bible and helps a Christian 
to understand that. The Holy 
Spirit’s leading always coincides 
exactly with the teaching of the 
Word of God. 

A Christian woman told me the 
other day, “If I were convicted 
in my heart that the thing you 
mention is a sin, I would not do 
it.” I called her. attention to a 
plain statement in the Word of 
God that a certain thing was 
wrong. She replied, “Yes, I know 
the Bible says that, but the Holy 
Spirit does not impress me that 
it is wrong.” In this case she had 
already closed her mind to the 
truth and the Holy Spirit would 
not lead her because she had in- 
sulted the Word of God and ig- 
nored it. No one can know the 
will of God by Holy Spirit guid- 
ance who is not willing to accept 
the guidance of the same Holy 
Spirit already written down in the 
Bible. 

But the Christian who with all 
his heart. searches the Word of 
God, loves it, meditates in it, and 
with holy eagerness tries to find 
the will of God may safely pray 
that the Holy Spirit will guide 
him so he can know the will of 
God in the Bible. And the Holy 
Spirit, thus ungrieved, will make 
the Bible live, will give holy wis- 
dom in understanding it, and on 
any point in which the Scripture 
does not speak, He will make the 
will of God clear. But no one has 
a right to expect the Holy Spirit 
to guide him on smaller matters 
where the Bible does not speak, 
when he does not seek the will of 
God in the larger matters clearly 
revealed in the Bible. There is an 
affinity between the Holy Spirit 
and the Word of God. They al- 
ways fit together perfectly. The 
Word of God is the basis of all 
practical wisdom, the basis of all 
guidance for a child of God. 

Should the Christian not follow 
his conscience? Yes, but his con- 
science will prove unreliable if he 
does not constantly train his con- 
science according to the Word of 
God. 

Does“ not God intend a Chris- 
tian to have the counsel of his 
pastor and other Christian lead- 
ers? Yes, but always with the 
understanding that the Word of 
God itself is the final authority 
for every Christian and that all 
advice of others and preaching of 
others is to be weighed by the 
perfect will of God revealed in 
the Bible. 

The Word of God has light on 
every problem that a Christian 
will ever face! Learn. the Word 
of God and have the answer to 
your problems! 

As a lad, I wanted to visit with 
a family where I often went. It 
was a big family and they had a 
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jolly time. But my father quoted 
to me the Scripture, “Withdraw 
thy foot from thy neighbour’s 
house; lest he be weary of thee, 
and so hate thee” (Prov. 25:17). 
That bit of divine wisdom helped 
me then. 

My brother and I had some hot 
words once, and my father quoted 
the proverb, “A soft answer turn- 
eth away wrath...” (Prov. lo: 
1), and I was rebuked and shamed 
and was taught the better way. 

Again one day we needed some 
farm machinery and I suggested 
that we borrow from a neighbor- 
ing rancher. But my father re- 
minded me that the Bible says 
that “the borrower is servant to 
the lender” (Prov. 22:7). I did 
not want to be a servant, and I 
saw the point at once. There is 
divine wisdom in the blessed Word 
of God for every problem a Chris- 
tian can ever meet. Oh, Christian, 
take the Word of God as a lamp 
to your feet and a light to your 
path! 


IX. The Scripture Is Seed for 
the Soul Winner 


Jesus once told a parable of ia 
sower who went forth to sow. 
This sower represented a _ soul 
winner. Then Jesus said, ‘Now 
the parable is this: The seed is 
the word of God” (Luke 8:11). 
The seed for the soul winner is 
the Word of God. 

Remember that I Peter 1:23 
tells us that all Christians have 
purified their souls in obeying the 
truth through the Spirit, “being 
born again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the 


‘word of God, which liveth and 


abideth for ever.” Every person 
who was ever converted, ever 
born again, was changed by the 
miraculous work of the Word of 
God, used by the Spirit of God 
through some Christian. Every 
one who is ever saved, then, must 
be born of the Word of God. 
“Psalm 126:5,6 gives us this 
great rule for soul winning: 
“They that sow in tears shall 
reap in joy. He that goeth forth 
and weepeth, bearing precious 
seed, shall doubtless come again 
with’ rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” 

Every one who would win souls, 
then, must carry the Word of 
God. All the sower’s labor is wast- 
ed, all his tears are fruitless, un- 
less, he sows the precious seed! 

When I was nine years old my 
father moved us to a ranch in

s to the Christian 


West Texas. I was soon put in a 
field a mile square, driving six 
big mules to a plow..We broke 
the ground, then harrowed it, and 
then sowed the field to grow feed 
for the wintertime. I remember 
driving the six big mules to the 
long grain drill hour after hour. 
It was a tremendous experience 
to me to have day after day the 
responsibility of that big team. 
I could not harness them alone, 
but after they were harnessed I 
could hitch them to the drill, stop 
when the sun was straight over 
my head to water them and feed 
them and eat my lunch under the 
wagon; then hitch them again to 
the drill and sow. 


After a certain number of 
rounds on the portion or “land” 
we were sowing I was always to 
fill up the big seed box of the 
grain drill. But once as I drove 
happily along watching to over- 
lap the wheel track every time all 
along, and yet dreaming of great 
things of the future, I entirely 
forgot to fill up the seed box! 
Suddenly I remembered. I stopped 
the team, looked disconsolately 
in the box which was now empty 
and wondered how far I had gone 
With the empty grain drill, act- 
ually sowing no seed. I made a 
wild guess and after filling up the 
drill, I went back over much of 
the land. But I did not guess right 
and when the grain came up there 
was a Strip a mile long and per- 
haps fifty feet wide which was 
barren! Iwas the laughingstock 
of the countryside. And many a 
Christian who seeks to win souls 
will find himself the laughingstock 
of Heaven if he does not use the 
supernatural seed of the Word 
of God in his soul-winning efforts. 


It is not the words of men 
which save, but the words of God. 
God wants our explanation of the 
Word, our exhortation, our tears, 
our personal testimony, our illu- 


Strations. “It pleased God by the|knew and loved and utterly de- 


| pended upon some sweet verses of 


foolishness of preaching to save 
them that believe” (I Cor. 1:21). 
Not only the Word of God, but 
the preached Word of God is used 
to save people. But God never 
saves anybody without the use of 
the Word. This is the incorrupti- 
ble seed which sprouts in the 
heart of a hearer and makes him 
a child of God, by the work of 
the Holy Spirit. 

Let every Christian, then, know 
that there are two elements that 
are absolutely essential in soul 
Winning. One is the breath of 
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Heaven, the anointing of the Holy 
Spirit; the other is the Word of 
God. If one goes with the heart 
broken by the Holy Spirit and 
uses the Word of God, he is cer- 
tain to come back rejoicing’ with 
sheaves. 


With what tender earnestness 
then, ought the Christian to 
search the Scriptures! I think a 
Christian ought to spend hours in 
memorizing Scriptures and in 
earnestly searching to understand 
God’s plan of salvation. The gos- 
pel ought to become sweet and 
dear to every Christian, because 
it is the lifeline he throws to 
shipwrecked sinners. It is the seed 
he sows in the ground broken up 
by the providence of God. It is 
the light of God in the darkness 
of sin. It is the bread of God to 
Starving ones. Oh, if you would 
be a soul winner then learn to 
love and to use the Word of God! 
I have known new converts saved 
in a rescue mission who in a few 
weeks had more success in soul 
winning than a preacher with col- 
lege and seminary degrees. The 
reason was that the new convert 


Scripture which he used with 
boldness and with power to get 
Sinners to: repent and trust in 
Christ. 


The Scripture is seed for the 
gospel sower. It is the only in- 
corruptible seed which will ger- 
minate and grow to make a saint 
out of a sinner, to make a child 
of God out of a child of Hell, to 
make an unregenerate sinner now 
regenerated and a partaker of the 
divine nature. Use the Word of 
God in soul winning! 
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X. The Scripture Is the Chris- 
tian’s Constant Source of 
Joy and Peace 


“Great peace have they which 
love thy law” (Psa. 119:165). 


If a Christian has salvation by 
the Word of God and assurance 
of salvation by the Word of God; 
if a Christian grows by the Word 
of God, has victory over sin, grows 
into sanctification and holy life 
through the Word; if a Christian 
develops faith, has answered pray- 
er, has daily guidance, and wins 
souls by the blessed Word of God, 
then of course peace and joy will 
be his. 

Read Psalm 119 and find how 
often David says that the Word 
of God is his delight, his joy, his 
praise! Remember that Jeremiah 
said, ‘“‘Thy words were found, and 
I did eat them; and thy word was 
unto me the joy and rejoicing of 


1|mine heart: for I am called by 


thy name, O Lord God of hosts” 
(Jer. 15:16). We are told how pre- 
cious are the judgments, the stat- 
utes, the law of the Lord; ‘more 
to be desired are they than gold, 
yea, than much fine gold: sweeter 
also than honey and the honey- 
comb” (Psa. 19:10). I pray that 
every reader may set out to love 
the Word, to live “‘by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God.” Then may he come to 
the time when he can say like the 
psalmist, “Thy testimonies have 
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I taken as an heritage for ever: 
for they are the rejoicing of my 
heart” (Psa. 119:111). How shal- 
low is the life of a Christian who 
does not every day read much of 
the Word of God. I am shocked to 
find that most Christians have 
never even one time read the 
Bible through! How can they hope 
to have the power of God? How 
can they expect to have the daily 
victory, the soul-winning power, 
the joy, the peace that good Chris- 
tians have? God has ordained that 
we should live daily by every 
word that proceedeth from the 
mouth of God. : 


These words will have been 
written in vain unless the reader 
sets out to master the Word of 
God, to read it, to know it, to 
memorize pages, chapters, hun- 
dreds of verses of it. If the reader 
simply acknowledges the truth of 
this doctrine but does not set out 
to practice the command to live 
by every word of the Scripture; 
the reader will have sinned and the 
message will have failed. In the 
name of Jesus Christ who so lov- 
ed the Scriptures and who com- 
mands us to°live by them all, by 
every word of them, I charge you 
to begin this very day to live in 
the Word of God, to meditate in 
the Scriptures day and night, to 
follow them any way they lead 
you, at any cost in the world; to 
make them your joy and delight 
forever!

from the six months’ furlough 
granted me, in order to “find my- 
self,” as it were. Closely allied to 
the Home were other institutions 
where holiness and faith-healing 
were largely dwelt upon. I felt 
sure that in so hallowed an atmos- 
phere great things would be ac- 
complished. 

In the Rest Home I found about 
fourteen officers, broken in health 
seeking recuperation. I watched 
the ways and conversation of all 
most carefully, intending to con- 
fide in those who gave the best 
evidence of entire satisfaction. 
There were some choice souls 
among them, and some arrant hy- 
pocrites. But holiness in the abso- 
lute sense I saw in none. Some 
were very godly and devoted. 
Their conscientiousness I could 
not doubt. But those who talked 
the loudest were plainly the least 
spiritual. They seldom read their 
‘Bibles, they rarely conversed to- 
gether of Christ. An air of care- 
lessness pervaded the whole place. 
Three sisters, most devoted wo- 
men, were apparently more godly 
than any others; but two of them 
admitted to me that they were 
not sure about being perfectly 
holy. The other one was non-com- 
mittal, though seeking to help me. 
Some were positively quarrelsome 
and boorish, and this I could not 
reconcile with their profession of 
freedom from inbred sin. I atten- 
ded the meetings held by the oth- 
er workers I have mentioned. 
There the best of them did not 
teach sinless perfection; while the 
manifestly carnal gloried in their 
experience of perfect love! Sick 
people testified to being healed by 
faith, and sinning people declared 
they had the blessing of holiness! 
I.was. not helped, but hindered, 
by the inconsistency of it all. 


At last I found myself becoming 
cold and cynical. Doubts as to 
everything assailed me like a le- 
gion ot demons, and I became al- 
most afraid to let my mind dwell 
on these things. For refuge I 
turned to secular literature, and 
sent for my books, which some 
years before I had foresworn on 
condition that God would give me 
the “second blessing.” How little 
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Pe realized the Jacob-spirit in all 
this! God seemed to have failed; 
so I took up my books once more, 
and tried to find solace in the 
beauties of essays and poetry, or 


the problems of history and sci-|. 


ence. I did not dare to confess 
to myself that I was literally an 
agnostic; yet for a month at least 
I could only answer, “I do not 
know’”’ to every question based on 
divine revelation. 

This was the legitimate result 
of the teaching I had been under. 
I reasoned that the Bible prom- 
ised entire relief from indwelling 
sin to all who were wholly sur- 
rendered to the will of God. That 
I had thus surrendered seemed to 
me certain. Why then had I not 
been fully delivered from the car- 
nal mind? It seemed to me that 
I had met every condition, and 
that God, on His part, had failed 
to perform what He had promised. 
I know it is wretched to write ail 


this: but I see no other way to' 


help others who are in the same 
state that I was in for that awful 
month. 

Deliverance came at last in a 
most, unexpected way. A lassie- 
lieutenant, a woman some ten 
years my. senior in age, was 
brought to the Home from Rock 
Springs, Wyoming, supposedly dy- 
ing of consumption. From the first 
my heart went out to her in deep 
sympathy. To me she was a mar- 
tyr, laying down her life for a 
needy world. I was much in her 
company, observed her closely, 
and finally came to the conclusion 
that she was the only wholly 
sanctified person in that place. 

Imagine my surprise when, 2 
few weeks after her arrival, she, 
with a companion, came to me one 
evening and begged me to read to 
her; remarking, “I hear you ai€ 
always occupied with the things 
of the Lord, and I need your 
help.” IJ the one to help her! I 
was dumfounded, knowing so we!! 
the plague of my own heart, and 
being so fully assured as to her 
perfection in holiness. At the very 
moment they entered my room I 
was reading Byron’s “Childe Har- 
old.” And I was supposed to be 
entirely devoted to the things of 
God! It struck me as weird and

you are? You are justified and 
sanctified; you have an exper- 
ience I have sought in vain for 
years; and,are you troubled about 
dying?” “I am miserable,” she 
replied, “and you mustn’t say I 
am sanctified. 1 cannot get it. I 
have struggled for years, but I 
have not reached it yet. This is 
why I wanted to speak with you, 
for I felt so sure you had it and 
could help me!”

deavor to do the will of God; yet 
after all we have no lasting peace. 
We are happy at times; we en- 
joy our meetings; but we are 
never certain as to what the end 
will be.” 

“Do you think,” she asked, ‘‘that 
it is because we depend upon our 
own efforts too much? Can it be 
that we trust Christ to save us, 
but we think we have to keep 
saved by our own faithfulness—?” 

“But,” I broke in, “to think 


anything else would open the 
door to all kinds of sin!” 
And so we talked till, wearied 


out, she arose to go, but asked if 
she and others might return the 
next evening to read and talk of 
these things we had gone over 
a permission which was readily 
granted. 

For both Lieut. J—and myself 
that evening’s reading and ex- 
change of confidences proved the 
beginning of our deliverance. We 
had frankly owned to one an- 
other, and to the third party pres- 
ent, that we were not sanctified.

ing to be with the Lord, worn 
out in seeking to lead others to 
Christ. Many will be disappointed 
to know that she maintained her 
connection with the Army to the 
last. She had a mistaken (I be- 
lieve) notion that she should re- 
main where she was, and de- 
clare the truth she had learned. 
But ere she died she repented 
of this. Her last words to a broth- 
er (A.B.S.) and me, who were 
with her very near the end, were: 
“I have everything in Christ——of 
that I- am sure. But I wish I 
had been more faithful as to the 
truth I learned about the Body 
—the Church. I was misled by 
zeal which I thought was of God, 
and it is too late to be faithful 
now!” 

Four days after the truth burst 
upon her soul in that Home of 
Rest, I too had every doubt and 
fear removed, and found my all 
in Christ. To go on where I was, 
I could not. Within a week I 
was outside of the only human 
system I had ever been in as a 
Christian, and for many years 
since I have known no head but 
Christ, no body but the one 
Church which He purchased with 
His own blood. They have been 
happy years; and as I look back 


over all the way the Lord has 
led me, I can but praise Him 
for the matchless grace _ that 


eaused..Him to set me free from 
introspection, and gave me to see 
that perfect holiness and per- 
fect love were to be found, not 
in me, but in Christ Jesus alone. 

And I have been learning all 
along my pilgrim journey that 


the more my heart is taken up . 


with Christ, the more do I en- 
JOY practical deliverance from 
Sin’s power, and the more do I 
realize what it. is to have the 
love of God shed abroad in that 
heart by the Holy Spirit given 
to me, as the earnest of the glory 
to come. I have found liberty and 
joy since being thus freed from 
bondage that I never thought 
possible for a soul to know on 
earth, while I have a confidence 
in presenting this precious truth 
for the acceptance of others that 
contrasts with the uncertainty of 
the past.

Missionary in Japan Needs Tent, 
Hymnbooks, Picture Machine

I want you to read the letter that comes to me from Ja- 


pan. The Sword of the Lord is doing what it can to push thet 


missionary enterprise and we want our friends to know the 


need and to pray with us. 


Now read the letter from Japan. 


sept. 9, 1951 
Dear Bro. Rice: 

“Greetings in Jesus’ 
name. 

“You won't remember me, ,per- 
haps, but this is Ed Martin. I 
first came under your ministry 
while serving time on a Virginia 
Chain Gang. I was converted 
while in prison, and soon after 
my conversion my brother-in-law, 
John Griener, (killed recently in 
the’ plane crash of New Tribes 
Mission) saw. to it that my name 
was placed on your mailing list 
for THE SWoRD OF THE LorD. Oh, 
what a blessing those papers 
were! I feasted and grew on them. 
Then a few years later while at- 
tending a Bible Seminary in Texas, 
I became an agent for the Sword 
of the Lord books, thus obtain- 
ing needed funds for schooling. 
Well, now I’m a missionary in 
Japan, still profiting by the study 
of your books, and distributing 


precious 


many of your ‘What Must I Do 


to Be Saved?’ booklets. My wife, 
two small sons and myself have 
been in Japan a little over a year. 
The first part of our stay was 
spent in Utsunomiya City where 
there is now a native church es- 
tablished. We have just recent- 
ly moved to Toshigi City where 
we are endeavoring to start an- 
other native church; but we are 
also daily studying the language 
and with the Lord’s help we hope 
by next spring to be able to preach 
and teach to these people in their 
own language. 

“Now to come to the point of 
why I am writing. I think as 
Christians we all feel the urgency 
of the hour. It certainly looks 
as if it is now or never for the 
gospel in the Far East. The Lord 
has laid upon my heart-to, as soon 
as possible, go to towns and cities, 
set up a tent (as large rooms are 
scarce and expensive), stay there 
a month or six weeks preaching, 
teaching day and night until the 
area is thoroughly evangelized, 
then further teaching and in- 
structing those with the most con- 
cern, perhaps leaving some of our 
native workers still longer to 
teach and guide in the formation 
of a native church while we move 
on *to another area, thus reach- 
ing the most amount of people 
in the shortest possible time. The 
Lord has provided. a jeep, and 
we have the promise of a loud- 
speaker which we trust will soon 
be coming. But we still need a 
tent, funds for hymbooks in Jap- 
anese, and a picture machine, 
either movie or slides, as people 
learn much more quickly when 
they see the gospel, as well as 


hear it. The thought came that 
if the large Sword of the Lord 
family knew of these needs, per- 
haps someone would have the 
above articles that they would 
like to dedicate for the spread- 
ing of the gospel in this needy 
land.. Therefore, for the sake of 
these perishing multitudes I ask 
if you feel that you possibly can 
in THE SworD OF THE LorRD print 
what you think’ necessary of this 
letter.

If someone has a tent that could 
be spared for this missionary 
work, and is worth the long ship- 
ment to Japan, I suggest that you 
find out shipping rates before 
promising the tent.

We are glad for our friends 
in Japan to supply tracts in Jap- 
anese, “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?” from the funds we send 
there. :

I do not know where they can) 


be secured but some of the mis- 
sionaries will know and the broth-, 
er could buy the books if the’ 
money were provided.
